Suicide Boulevard

There exist in the world today 
three superb specimens of the art of 
theembalmer. Oneisat NaplesinItaly, 
one is at Moscow in Russia and the 
third is at Nanking in the Republic 
of China. These three remains are 
not to be confused with the shrunken 
and dried objects that have been re- 
covered from Egyptian tombs and 
identified as once having been prom- 
inent personages in an ancient civi- 
lization. 

In Naples is the body of Caruso; 
in Moscow is all that remains of Lenin 
and in Nanking is the earthly form of 
the Chinese Christian Sun Yat Sen, 
the George Washington of the Orient. 
Each of these bodies repose under 
glass and the general public of the 
world is permitted to look upon them 
and marvel. 

It is the body of Sun Yat Sen in 
which we are most interested at the 
moment because China has not only 
pictured — its first president upon 
twenty-six major varieties of post- 
age stamps but upon numerous sur- 
charged issues as well and because 
China has seen fit to picture the tomb 
of Dr. Sun Yat Sen upon still another 
series of postage. 


It will be recalled that the doctor) 


was largely responsible for the over- 
throw of the Manchu rule in China; 
that he abandoned Confucianism for 
Christianity and that he appeared out 
of the Hawaiian islands, American 
territory. Dr. Sun Yat Sen died in 
1926 and received Christian burial 
at Peiping. Three years later his 
mausoleum at Nanking was completed 
and the body transferred there where

Byrd Covers Coming

Stamp enthusiasts all over the 
world will be interested to know that 
when the Byrd covers are received 
back from Little America they will 
bear mute evidence of experiences 
that endangered the lives of several 
members of the Expedition in order 
that collectors might obtain a sou- 
venir of one of the world’s most far- 
flung and dangerous explorations. 

When the SS Monterey arrives at 
San Franc'‘sco she will carry but one- 
third of the huge volume of mail that 
was delivered to Little America for 
first cancellation. 

According to despatches from Ad- 
m'iral Byrd’s base camp, grave diffi- 
culties were encountered after the 
mail, supplies, and equipment had 
been unloaded on the edge of the ice 
in the Bay of Whales for transporta- 
tion by dog sled to the United States 
Post Office at Little America, which 
threatened the safety of some of the 
men, equipment, and the sacks of 
mail. 

Counting on previous experiences 
on the edge of the ice there should 
have been the necessary t'me element 
to safely unload before the ice began 
*o crack up. This season, however, 
an unexpected and early change took 
nlace in the suiden breaking up of the 
ic? barricr and it was touch and go 
with valuable supplies during the pe- 
rod of unlcading which greatly de- 
Jayed the narrowing margin of time 
+o work on the mail cancellation be- 
fore the supply ship must work her 
way out of the ice pack or be frozen 
in for the year. 

The scores of waterproof mail bags 
were safeguarded, however, and after 
their journey in to Little America 
and the heavy work of cancellation 
undertaken, the bags were refilled for 
their return to the Bay of Whales 
from Little America as rapidly as 
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each bag was ready. About one- 
third of the full bags had been safely 
stored away aboard before word was 
flashed that with the increasing cold 
the ice fields were solidly reforming 
and the Bear of Oakland must steam 
instantly out for New Zealand with- 
out further delay. 

When the last minute of safety 
in loading the mail came the balance 
of the covers were carefully stored 
away in Little America and will be 
brought north in 1935 together with 
the covers bearing the second cancel- 
lation which are now being sent in to 
Washington by those who missed the 
first cancellation by thousands of col- 
lectors all over the world. 

Returning through the great ice 
floes between the Bay of Whales and 
New Zealand the gallant old “Bear” 
took a terrific beating from ice, but 
true to her reputation she weathered 
the difficulties and arrived safely with 
her invaluable mail sacks in New 
Zealand.

Maryland Stamp News 


One of our New York correspond- 
ents writes that all New York City 
Postoffices have returned all Mary- 
land Stamps in stock to the Depart- 
ment at Washington. The stamp has 
caused trouble for postal clerks in all 
parts of the country. 

The daily mail at the office of 
Linn’s Weekly carries many Mary- 
land stamps on it and numerous let- 
ters have shown up which have been 
marked, “Postage Due 1 Cent”. Need- 
less to state, this has been crossed off 
with pencil in most instances, after 
the error was noted and in other in- 
stances we have called the attention 
of our carrier to the error. 

Postal clerks become so familiar 
with the ordinary colors of the stamps 
that they can count postage on a par- 
cel by color rather than _by denomina- 
tion and the running in of a trick 
color on the 3c stamp has caused end- 
less confusion. 

A letter from a Cleveland, Ohio, 
correspondent stated that the post- 
master at one of the offices there had 
stated that all of the Maryland 
Stamps received at Cleveland were 
culls from the Philatelic Agency, the 
packages all having the Agency name 
on them and many of the stamps in 
broken lots. This due no doubt to the 
poor centering of this issue which 
has caused the Agency to search thou- 
sands of sheets for choice copies for 
collectors. 

This stamp seems to have been 
printed on an exceedingly poor grade 
of paper, yet probably no worse than 
many of the current 3c Stuarts for it 
is quite noticeable in our late stamps 
that they break entirely in two, when 
folded or creased. An _ extremely 
cheap quality of sulphite paper has 
apparently been used. This naturally 
makes one wonder what condition the 
stamps will be in, within 40 or 50 
years from now, probably turned to 
dust. However it is not the object to 
make postage stamps for stamp col- 
lectors but to carry the mail and if 
they serve that purpose they do all 
they have been made for. 


Joe Penner Stamp 


“Wanna Buy A Duck” is a radio 
gag with which we are all familiar 
and altho Joe Penner is not pictured 
on the new stamp, those who shoot 
ducks in the future will have to Buy 
Their Duck. 

A dollar stamp will have to be at- 
tached to all Hunting Licenses used 
by persons over 16 years of age. The 
issue of this stamp has been sought 
for several years and it will appear 
in time to be used when the Migratory 
Bird Conservation Act becomes ef- 
fective, June 16th.

At last we have learned what those 
fish on the Maryland stamp really are 
and why the stamp is printed in red. 
They are three Red Herrings and 
General Farley tossed them overboard 
because they started to go bad. Their 
names are C. of P. Imperf., Byrd Im- 
perf., and 50c Zepp. 


We have been shown an interesting 
relic of the earlier days, by Mr. Craig 
L. Warren. It is an imperforate 
stamp with an unknown portrait in 
the middle bordered by the words, 
“Utah Postage, Twelwe cents.” The 
mis-spelling of “Twelve” is peculiar. 
The color is orange brown and the 
stamp is cancelled in black. Upon in- 
vestigation, and with the help of Mr. 
George Sloane, we find that this is 
an old time fake. It is one of the so- 
called Mormon Stamps and _ first 
turned up about 1864 and, besides the 
12c, other values, 2c, 5c "and 8c, are 
known. These stamps were declared 
to be unofficial and disavowed by 
Brigham Young during his lifetime in 
a letter to a collector who had re- 
quested information about them. 

It is interesting to see, less than 
20 years after our first stamp ap-

We read somewhere that the 50c 
Zeppelin might soon be sold out. As 
but little more than $750,000 has been 
sold by the Agency since its issue and 
the face value of the issue is $2,500,- 
000 it is easy to see that there are 
plenty left. If the Agency sold noth- 
ing else but Zepps at that rate there 
would still be plenty left by 1936. 


Several people have written con- 
cerning the value of inverted water- 
marks. During the early 1900’s these 
are fairly common, especially so on 
the Lincoln Commemorative.  Per- 
sonally, we feel that this is ultra- 
specialization and not, therefore, a 
trouble to the average collector. No 
extra value is given these water- 
marks and most collectors are thank- 
ful when they can see a watermark 
at all, let alone trying to figure out 
whether or not it is inverted.

The Fleet Moves 


During the last two weeks the Pa- 
cific Fleet has been staging a series of 
battle practice maneuvers off the low- 
er west coast of Mexico, but by the 
time this reaches Linn’s readers the 
ships will be on the move. By using 
air mail on your packets, howeve:, 
you still have time to get covers away 
for some interesting markings. Pick 
out your ships, address your covers to 
the navy mail clerk, care postmaster, 
New York, and allow 40 cents postage 
per ounce. This is because the ar 
mail, to reach the ships, will leave the 
United States. 


USS Relief Schedule 

From May 7 to 13, the USS hos- 
pital ship, Relief, will be at Ponce, 
Porto Rico; from May 14 to 25, at 
Guantanamo, Cuba; May 26 to 31, en 
route to New York City, and on the 
last given date will participate in the 
grand review of the fleet; June 1 to 
17, at New York city; June 18 to 30, 
between New York and east coast 
ports as yet not designated. You 
have time to get covers to the ship at 
Guantanamo, regular first class mail. 
Address your covers to A. H. G. Voss, 
assistant navy mail clerk, care New 
York postmaster. 


USS Northampton 


One of the most popular ships in 
the Navy with collectors is the North- 
ampton, of which Leo Miller is navy 
mail clerk. This fine vessel will be at 
Guantanamo, Cuba, May 13 to 25, and 
May 26 to 30, en route to New York, 
participating in the Fleet Review on 
May 31. June 1 to 17, it will be based 
on New York for upkeep and supplies; 
June 18 to 30, it will make a 12-day 
cruise of New England ports; July 1, 
it will concentrate with other ships at 
Hampton Roads under the then-to-be 
new admiral, Joseph M. Reeves; July 
2 to 3, it will be in the vicinity of 
Newport, Va.; July 4, at Philadelphia; 
July 5 to Aug. 15, it will range from 
Provinctown, Mass., to Newport and 
intervening waters in battle practice; 
Aug. 15 to Sept. 10, it will be around 
Narragansett bay; Sept. 10 to 17, at 
Hampton Roads; Sept. 17 to 22, en 
route to Guantanamo, Cuba, where it 
will be until Oct. 1, and then be as- 
signed a “liberty” port until Oct. 30. 
After these maneuvers, she will go te 
the Norfolk Navy Yard under the 
present schedule, for complete over- 
haul to last until Jan. 1. Send your

For the first time in more than five 
years the USS Rigel is to cruise 
again.

Meantime, send covers to the mail 
clerk, care the San Pedro postmaster, 
and ask him to hold them for the start 
of the next cruise. 


Dodge the Decatur 

Unless you want your covers to be 
delayed, poorly cancelled and general- 
ly given poor service, do not send any 
to the mail clerk on the USS Decatur. 
This chap has a reputation even in 
the Fleet, for being a “hard” clerk. 
In other words, he does not accommo- 
date collectors and there is no way 
that you can compel him to. Best 
thing to do is ignore him. 


Sirius and Kanawha 

When this column notified collec- 
tors a couple of weeks ago that the 
USS Sirius was making her last trip 
and would be decommissioned when 
she arrived on the east coast, we re- 
ceived a few razzberries from some 
“in the know.” Our scoop is now con- 
firmed by the fact that her gear has 
been ordered transferred to the USS 
Kanawha, which will be recommis- 
sioned within a few days at Bremer- 
ton. The Sirius is now enroute east 
and shortly the Kanawha will follow 
and when they reach their Atlantic 
destination, the Sirius will quit and 
the Kanawha take her place.

The Publisher was obliged to spend 
a day in Dayton early this month and 
in order to be there bright and early 
in the morning the trip was made 
Sunday evening which gave an oppor- 
tunity to spend an evening at the 
home of Mr. Wm. Aull, one of the 
leading Philatelists of Dayton and a 
man who is well known for his beau- 
tiful and thorough collection of Mint 
British Colonials as well as for his ex- 
ceptional collection of the 3c U. S. 
stamps of 1851-1857. 

In this latter field, Mr. Aull has 
been active but a comparatively short 
time, yet in these few years he has 
amassed a collection of stamps that 
is the envy of many others who have 
been following these stamps for many 
years. 

It would be impossible to describe 
many of the excellent pieces that are 
to be found in this collection which 
is worked out on lines laid down by 
the book of Dr. Carroll Chase. 

Practically all of the rare and well 
marked pieces are already to be found 
in the several volumes that make up 
the collection of Mr. Aull. He pos- 
sesses several pieces that are almost 
unique, among which is a cover with 
a yellow cancellation. One of the re- 
cent acquisitions is a choice strip of 
five of an early print with red grid 
cancellation. 

Besides the hundreds of single vari- 
eties shown there are a host of cov- 
ers and Mr. Aull has been attempting 
to get a collection of Ohio towns on 
cover. When this collection was start- 
ed he endeavored to learn how many 
towns were in Ohio and found out 
that today there are between 700 and 
800 postoffices. With this knowledge 
he attempted to learn how many post- 
offices there might have been in Ohio 
in the fifties and was amazed to dis- 
cover that the number then in exist- 
ence was something near 2200.

Waste Basket Collection 
Wins First Prize 





Another demonstration of the fact 
that rarities and check-books don’t 
always win stamp honors was given 
at the third annual convention of the 
Tri-State Stamp Collectors associa- 
tion at Lansing, Mich., April 14, when 
the grand prize for exhibits went to 
a “waste-basket” collection that didn’t 
have an item the average collector 
would buy for a dime. 

The collection, made by Fred Smith, 
state editor of The State Journal, the 
afternoon newspaper at Lansing, did 
represent research. It was stamped 
with originality and historic and 
philatelic value. 

The collection shown by Mr. Smith 
consisted of a five-volume collection 
of Chicago cancellations. The first 
aim has been to make as fully as pos- 
sible a philatelically and historically 
complete record of Chicago cancella- 
tions. The second aim has been to 
trace through the cancellations of that 
office from before-stamps to the pres- 
ent, the fact that the circle is the 
basic figure of all postal markings. 

Mr. Smith works nights at The 
State Journal and handles much of the 
office mail as well as having all the 
covers of the day preserved for his 
inspection. In the course of the three 
years he has been compiling the col- 
lection, he has probably examined sev- 
eral hundred thousand Chicago post 
marks on current mail.

Despite the warnings and exposes 
of fake and counterfeit precancels, it 
seems that there are those who persist 
in this practice. Several people in 
times past have spent terms in fed- 
eral prisons for such practices and the 
next time I come across something of 
this sort I intend gathering all the 
evidence possible and turn it over to 
the proper authorities for prosecution. 
My friend Geo. C. Rae of Storm Lake, 
Ia., came into possession of as color- 
ful a lot of fakes as one would want 
to look at. The first glance showed 
that almost all were on stamps that 
had been previously cancelled. Second 
glance showed no less than five varie- 
ties of the Byrd stamp. To begin, 
there were some imitations that were 
dangerous, especially several varieties 
from Beckman, Va., resembling 
U-14. Hardin and Madison, W. Va., 
were also made to imitate U-14, but 
the letters were more expanded than 
any genuine U-14 that I have ever 
seen. 

A Byrd stamp was _ precancelled 
Madison and the imprint was right in 
the middle of the stamp and there 
were no traces either above or below 
of any other imprints proving that 
it was not printed from a plate. One 
of the odd ones was for Salem, N. J. 
It looks like they took a thick rubber 
line and made three impressions on 
the stamp equal distance apart and 
then with a single handstamp insert- 
ed Salem between the top two and N. 
J. between the bottom two. The rea- 
son I think this, is because Salem and 
N. J. is at angles with the lines. 
These came on the Century of Prog- 
ress set and the Ic, 3c, 4c, 10c Bi- 
Cents. Next odd ones and of the 
same style are from Athens and 
Franklin, Tenn. I wonder why they 
always pick on these places. Well 
they were printed between double hair 
lines in a bold 6 pt. Italic type and

N. Besides Bi-Cents and some Com- 
mems., here were Byrds for each 
town. 

Next is a series of towns:—Rome, 
Remus, and Monroe, Mich., Paris, Ky., 
Caribou, Me., Paris, Ill., and Tucson, 
Ariz., all in a type resembling U-52 
or U-75 but with extended serifs on 
the letters. I might explain further 
that they employed lines like the U-75 
but they were as thick as the bars of 
U-52. In fact, all the lines of these 
handstamp types I think are the same. 
Bi-cents, Commems. and a 2c Panama 
Pacific from Paris, Ill., were some of 
the items from these places. I will 
have to append my description of the 
above types a little more. In the state 
names lower case letters were used 
with exception of one town Buena, 
N. J., which is not mentioned above. 

Still another trick used. Taking 
the same heavy lines and applying 
to the stamps then placing them in a 
typewriter and making the legend. 
Ashton, Ringgold, and Hancock, Md., 
are the towns in this type. NRA’s, 
Bi-Cents, from all and Byrds from 
the first two. The legend was all in 
caps in Elite style. Bridgeton, N. J., 
and Lancaster, Ky., legend in letters 
about the same as U-71 but between 
heavy lines and some of them at an 
angle to the lines. Lewiston, Me., 
and Portland, Ind., same style as 
above but lower case letters used in 
state name. Lastly one from Vine- 
land, N. J., using same heavy lines 
and tall condensed letters of a rather 
bold face tho, and at slight angle to 
the lines. This is the give away to 
these handstamps. If any of my 
readers are offered or buy Bi-Cents 
or commems from any of the places 
mentioned and are not sure of them 
I will be glad to pass my opinion on 
them.
